law firm of Crea, Ewing & Walker, re- 
Reived today from the collector the con- 
struction of the income tax law which, 
is of interest to some of our citizens. 


SPUINOFIKLD, ILL., April 3, 1895.—In- 


terest received from state, county and 
municipal bonds, or securities and rents 
from real estate, are not taxable as in- 
come, but the persons and corporatioi s 
receiving said interest or rents shall in- 
clude in their returns, as receipts, tbe 
full amount thereof received or accrued 
within the year for which the return '3 
made, and shall deduct the same as not 
subject to taxation. 


The amounts actually paid for taxes, 


insurance and repairs on real estat1.', 
may be deducted from incomes hereto- 
fore provided for by the laws and regu- 
lations. 


All persons and corporations that have 


heretofore rendered income tax returns 
for the year 1894, to a collector or 
deputy collector, including therein in- 
terest received from state, county ar d 
municipal bonds, or from rents from 
real estate, may have the amount of sa;d 
interest and rents deducted from their 
incomes, by duly making an affidavit 
and delivering the same to the collector 
or deputy collector to whom, the original 
return was rendered.

Vivid Description of the Scenes of Tecfor 


Ourliie the Earthquakes. 
'' 


TRIESTE, April 16.—Persoms coming 


from Laibach give divid descriptions 
of the scenes of terror during the 
earthquakes. The first shock, shortly 
after midnight, was so severe that 
the whole population was aroused 
and hundreds ran 
half-naked into 


the 
streets. 
By 3 o'clock 
the 


streets were 
blocked 
with 
carts 


and carriages in which the sick and 
aged and the children were being con- 
veyed to places of safety. A little 
later vans loaded with furniture could 
be seen on every side. Men and women 
carrying clothing and boxes of valu- 
ables crowded the streets and often 
stopped completely the progress of the 
vehicles. 
Terrified groups knelt on 


the corners and before churches pray- 
ing'for deliverance and begging the 
priests to pray for mercy. 


The banks, the museum, the dis- 


tillery and half a, dozen other large 
buildings were laid in ruins. 
Scores 


of other buildings were cracked and 
half shaken from their foundations. 


At Fiume the audience in the Play- 


ers' theater had just risen to leave the 
building when the first shock came. 
All crowded madly to the exits, Many 
persons were injured in the struggle, 
but none fatally. 


All night boats filled with fugitives 


put out from the Fiuine wharves to 
the shipping. . There is hardly a ves- 
sel in the 
harbor without several 


Fiume families on board, who refuse 
te return to land. 


During the panic in Trieste a fright- 


ened horse ran down a crowded street, 
injuring twenty persons seriously and 
knocking down fifty or sixty. Slight 
shocks have been felt here throughout 
the day. 


All tho Clocks In the City Stopped. 


VIENNA, April 1C.—All the clocks In 


the city stopped at 11:20 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Persons arriving at 
the railroad stations report deaths and 
damage to property in many towns be- 
sides those already mentioned. 
They 


say that along the railroad lines they 
saw thousands camping in the fields. 


All reports indicate that the shocks 


followed the lines from Florence to 
Botzen, Florence to Vienna and Sera- 
jano, in Beornia, and to Stain-Am-An- 
gar, in Hungary.

To Britain's Ultimatum DenianillnR Repa- 


rtition tor Alleged Wrongs. 


WASHINGTON, April 
16.—The fact 


that Nicaragua had made a reply to 
the British ultimatum, which was re- 
garded by the British foreign office as 
in a measure satisfactory, was men- 
tioned in these dispatches several days 
ago. Particulars as to the contents of 
Nicaragua's reply have now been re- 
ceived here. 


Nicaragua, while definitely agree- 


ing to none of the specific demands of 
Great Britain, concedes the applica- 
bility of the principle of arbitration to 
some of the acts committed in the 
Mosquito territory, and suggests in 
the most friendly tone that an impar- 
tial committee of arbitrators be ap- 
pointed for the examination of all the 
grounds of complaint. 


Nicaragua points out that the de- 


crees of exile against British subjects 
which Great Britain demanded should 
be 
cancelled 
unconditionally 
had 


already been annuled before the formal 
request of Great Britain regarding the 
matter had been received. Nicaragua, 
although assuring Great Britain of a 
cordial desire to give compensation, 
neither promises to pay the various 
sums demanded for injuries inflicted 
on British subjects as stipulated by 
Lord Kimberly, nor declines to do so, 
but agrees to a fair and just settle- 
ment of claims that shall be recom- 
mended by an impartial arbitration. 


Great Britain's proposition exclud- 


ing from the arbitration commission 
"a citizen of any American state" is 
quietly ignored in Nicaragua's reply. 
The communication is regarded in 
diplomatic circles as a skillful move 
on Nicaragua's part.

MEMORIAL MONUMENT. 


To Be Dedicated to the Confederates Who 


Died at Chicago. 


Union and confederate veterans will 


unite Memorial day in the dedication of 
the monument to the unknown dead of 
the southern armies in Oakwoods cem- 
etery, Chicago. 


All the south will be there in spirit, 


and the 7,000 graves will be strewn with 
arbutus blossoms from the mountains 
of Kentucky and Tennessee, tiger lilies 
from Georgia, roses from Texas and 
moss from Florida. And the shaft of 
the monument will rise from a bed of 
flowers gathered by daughters, wives 
and sisters of those who fought and 
fell on southern soil in the woods and 
fields for \. liich they died. 


Gen. John C. Underwood, formerly a 


resident of Chicago, and one of the

leaders of the movement to build the 
monument commemorating the brave 
deeds and heroic fortitude of the south- 
ern soldiers who have their last resting 
place in Oakwoods cemetery, who weut 
to Georgia to secure the flowers, has 
Bent word that his mission has been 
successful. 
They will be sent to Chica- 


go in refrigerator cars. 


Surrounding1 the monument will b«. 


four cannons, which were appropriated 
by special act of congress. They have 
not yet been placed in position, but 
will be before Decoration day. 


When the veil falls an imposing mon- 


ument forty feet high with pedestal of 
Tennessee marble and statue of bronze 
will be seen. The figure will be recog- 
nized by every old confederate as that 
of a typical southern infantryman. In 
tattered clothes, badly worn shoes, 
with stockings drawn over the trotis- 
ers, he stands with folded arms, having 
no musket, and looks down as if in sor- 
row on the field where many of his 
comrades sleep. 


The face of the monument will show 


a bronze seal of the confederacy en- 
larged, with the inscription: 


EBKCTID TO THfc MEMORY OF 
6.000SOUTHERN SoLMKiw HERS 
BUBIID, WHO BIED IN CAMP 
DODGLA3 PRISON,il8S-!-06. 


The words "Confederate Dead" are on 


the base in large letters. On the east- 
ern face Is a bronze panel representing 
"a call to arms." The return of the 
soldier to his home is pictured on the 
west face. On the south side tho sol- 
dier's last sleep is illustrated.

The municipal campaign which ends

The new party assumed the position

it, according to ratio, were no better 
morally or intellectually than those who 
led in the fight in the other parties 
Being a professional reform party. 
became necessary to advertise a cause 
for its existence.

SPBtNOFIELD, 111., April 10. —GOT. 


Altgeld yesterday said in regard to 
President Cleveland's letter: 


"If it had been any other name than 


that of the president signed to it, no- 
body would give it any attention— 
in fact, if I had signed such a docu- 
ment, it would be ridiculed all over the 
country, for its weakness almost ex- 
cites pity; but the letter is remarka- 
ble, in this, that it is the first in- 
stance in tha history of the re- 
public in which a president of the 
United States, after using all the 
powers of the government has, in ad- 
dition condescended to write for the 
newspapers in order to serve his -mas- 
ters; for this letter was not only writ- 
ten lor publication, but was intended 
to 'start a boom, and has been adver- 
tised for a week in advance. Other 
presidents have been used as a con- 
venience by class interests, but this is 
the "'first time in which a president's 
name has been dragged 500 miles out- 
aide of Washington city for that pur- 
pose. 


"After nominating Cleveland three 


times, and electing him twice to the 
presidency, the Standard Oil and Wall- 
street people got him to use all the 
powers of government to further their 
•edemas. The country 
has 
bean 


astounded to see post offices and pat- 
ronage used to coerce congress into do- 
ing1 the bidding of tho east, from strik- 
ing down silver to packing the su- 
preme court 


"Irk the meantime, the country has 


been going from bad to worse. With 
abundant crops, and with the most in- 
dustrious, intelligent and enterprising 
people to be found on earth, we are 
in a paralyzed condition brought on by 
no natural cause, but by the arbitrary 
acts of the heads of the governments 
of .the world, controled by the influ- 
ences of the salaried classes and of 
the bondholding classes of Eutope 
and America. These wanted to make 
all property and commodities cheap 
and money dear, and they have suc- 
ceeded. 


"The reason is that the purchasing 


power of the producing classes has 
been destroyed, while all the debts, 
taxes and other fixed charges are the 
same. It takes all the people can get 
together to meet the fixed charges. 
Consequently labor is idle and the 
great producing classes are in distress, 
and they are finding out the cause. 
They have learned that the so-called 
honest dollar is the most dishonest 
dollar ever in demand, for it compels 
the debtor to give twice as much prop- 
erty to pay bis debts as would have 
been necessary at the time that the 
debt was created. 


"Now, does the president's letter 


offer a reraedy.for these people? None. 
They have been bled until they cannot 
stand up, and he simply tells them to 
be content They know that until 
they get more blood they cannot do 
mare business. They have submitted 
to this ruinous policy long enough, 
and demand a change. The eastern 
manipulators see this, and in order to 
keep their grip on the government are 
arranging to again delude the people. 
For this purpose they are going to 
start a boom, and as it is the 
western people who are to be duped, it 
watt decided to start the boom m Chi- 
cago, and in order to satisfy the 
crowd, they concluded to take the 
president, but before they got him 
tlhere the atmosphere became chilly 
•nd they had to give this up. Then 
they did the next best thing; they 
got him to write a letter for publica- 
tion! It has come, and the boomlet 
that would be born of this will be such 
• little one that it will not reflect on 
the virtue of its mother."

OREENHUT AND MORRIS 


Hie Their Joint Answer to tks Petition to 


Annul the Cattle Feeding Contract. 


CHICAGO, April 16.—Joseph Green- 


hut and Kelson Morris yesterday filed 
their joint answer to tbe petition to 
annul the cattle feeding contract al- 
leged to have been made with Morris 
and Greenhut by the Whisky trust. 


Mr. Morris also filed his answer to 


the bill, charging that Greenhut di- 
verted a large sum from the treasury 
of the company, being the difference 
between the real price paid for corn 
property and the price charged on the 
books of the company. In this peti- 
tion it was not directly alleged that 
Morris received any of the money, but 
this might easily have been inferred 
from the text of the bilL All such in- 
sinuations, Mr. Morris says, are "ma- 
liciously false" He denies that he 
has any knowledge of Greenhut's re- 
ceiving any money. 


Although Mr. Greenhut and Morris 


are represented by the same counsel, 
the former does not make joint denial 
of the charges of diverting the com- 
pany's money with Mr. Morris. He 
has until the first of May to answer, 
but will probably do so next week. 


Mr. Morris admits the purchase of 


tbe distilleries and that Samuel Wool- 
ner received $25,000 and may have re- 
ceived 510,000 besides to cover solici- 
tor's fees. He admited that he and all 
the other'directors received salaries of 
(300 a month for their services, but de- 
nied he has ever received any other 
compensation from the company or any 
other money. He then asks that the 
petition against him be dismissed with 
costs.

WASHINGTON, April ]6.—No official 


notice has reached Washington that 
JIaceo had been captured.

HIGH PRICED BEEF. 


Secretary Morton Issues a Spe- 


cial Order. 


THE IDIISSIOI OF MEXICO CATTLE 


To be Permlttod Under Stringent Regu- 


latlons tot Their Examination by 


Agents of ths Agricultural De- 


partment— Text of the Order. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.— In view of 


the ffreat rise in tha price of beef and 
the reported scarcity of cattle, the 
chief of the bureau of animal indus- 
try, Dr. Salmon, has recommended to 
the secretary of agriculture the ad- 
mission of Mexican cattle into the 
United States under stringent regula- 
tions calculated to insure a rigid in- 
spection of all cattle admitted. 
Dr. 


Salmon believes snch a course may be 
safely pursued with the exercise of 
due vigilance and that under the cir- 
cumstances it is judicious. It is hoped 
by this means to check the tendency 
to excessive prices to the consumer 
without injuriously affecting the in- 
terests of the heel prodtjcer. 


In accordance with these recommen- 


dations, Secretary Morton yesterday 
issued the following special order: 


[Special order concerning Importa- 


tion of cattle from Mexico:] 
It is hereby ordered that the regula- 
tions of this department issued Febru- 
ary 5, 1895, denning the quarantine 
line on account of Texas or splenetic 
fever, and the regulations of February 
11, 1895, concerning the importation of 
animals into the United States, be 
modified so far as they relate to the 
admission of Mexican cattle Into the 
United States, as follows: 
Mexican cattle which have been in- 


spected by an inspector of this depart- 
ment and found free from any infec- 
tious or contagious disease may be ad- 
mitted into tha. t portion of the stata of 
California, south and west of the said 
quarantine line through the port of 
San Diego and into that portion of the 
state of Texas south and east of the 
said quarantine line, through the ports 
of Eagle Pass and Laredo, for graz- 
ing or for 
immediate 
slaughter. 
Cattle may be admitted through the 


port of El Paso for immediate slaugh- 
ter only. In all cases where cattle are 
admitted for immediate slaughter thev 
shall be shipped by rail or boat to the 
point of destination. On and after 
May 1, 1805, cattle will be admitted at 
the port of Brownsville, Tex., for 
grazing and for immediate slaughter.

O "I had a dog named Toby, when I 
was living np In the Pennsylvania lum- 
ber woods," said George W. Reynolds, 
of the National Lumber company, to a 
New York Sun correspondent.

He was ac- 
knowledged to be the most accom- 
plished dog when it came to getting the 
best of bear that had ever been in that 
country, and if any hunter didn't catch 
a bear when Toby was along, it wasn't 
the dog's fault. Once Toby was bor- 
rowed by a man named Crowley, who 
knew where a couple of bears were 
hanging out. The dog routed them 
out and drove them plumb to Crowley, 
who could easily have shot them both", 
but instead, when he saw them com- 
ing, he cut and run. TJm Bull, who 
had gone along with Crowley on the 
hunt, said that Toby just stood still 
and gazed in amazement after the fly- 
ing hunter.

THE CITY CONGRESS. 


Fire Commissioners' Resignation 


Accepted—Violations of 


Water Bules. 


At the regular meeting of the city 


council last night considerable business 
of importance came up. 


Water. Inspector Ruthrauff presented 


his report on violations of the water 
ordinance, stating that O. W. Battles 
had been guilty of several violations of 
the ordinances regaiding the use of 
water and tapping of mains and the use 
of plumbing in closets, etc. 
Mr. Mont- 


gomery arose to move that the license of 
O. W. Battles to do plumbing be re- 
voked. In making his motion ho said he 
admired the consistency of some people. 
These gentlemen (O. W. and C. W. Bat- 
tles) were both members of the Munici- 
pal club, an organization which was 
crying for the enfoicement of the laws 
and fur a better city government, and 
had accused certain aldermen of accept- 
ing boodle. Yet these two members of 
that organization had been deliberately 
and knowingly violating the ordinances 
of the city while they were making 
frantic efforts to have some other person 
punished for alleged violations. 
His 


motion to revoke the license of one of 
the gentlemen was carried unanimously. 


The report of the water inspector 


showed that A. M Dillow had done the 
plumbing necessary for a barber shop 
in the building of John R. Dougherty 
without securing a license for the same. 
For this offense Mr. Dillow's license as 
a plumber was also revoked. 


The water inspector reported that it 


was his belief that there were numer- 
ous violations of the ordinances, but 
that he was unable to locate them be- 
cause of the amount of work which he 
at present had on hand, and he there- 
fore asked for four assistants for a term 
of thirty days to aid in the search for 
violators. The request was referred to 
the water and light committee with 
power to act. 


City Treasurer Martin's report showed 


that the general fund had been over 
drawn at the bank 88,54827. 
The 


amounts in the other funds were: Sink- 
ing fund, 812,047.36; street paving fund, 
§6,342.42; library fund, 5491.58. 


The street and alley committee recom- 


mended the acceptance of a plat of 
lotsl and 2 iu D. L. Allen's addition in 
the southern part of the city between 
South Main street and Spring avenue 
and south of Decatur street. 


The committee to whom was referred 


the petition of a laige number of citi- 
zens for the placing of the words for and 
against dram shops on the ballots for 
election to-day was to the effect that the 
petition was presented too late for action 
to be taken. The report was adopted. 


An ordinance providing for the paving 


of Cerro Gordo street, between Edward 
and College was adopted. 


This did not suit Alderman Johnson 


and he introduced a resolution provid 
ing for the paving of the street from 
Main to Monroe. 


The bonds for liquor licenses were read 


and referred to the finance committee. 
There were fifty six of them. 


Two bids for the construction of the 


four-foot brick sewer on F,ast Main 
street were received. J. F. Mattes agreed 
to do the work for $4 52 a lineal foot; 
manholes to bo 813 each and catch bas- 
ins 830 each. S. A. Tuttle's bid was 85.93 
a foot; manholes, §33, and catch basins, 
825. The bids were referred. 


Aldermnn J. L. Drake, who went to 


Chicago to see aboutgettinga new hook 
and ladder truck, said that he had done 
nothing because he was not sure that he 
had the power. He wanted an opinion 
from the city attorney. That gentle, 
man said it would be necessary to ad- 
vertise for bids for the purchase of the 
truck. The city clerk was thereupon 
instructed to advertise for such bids. 


The fire commissioners, George R, 


Bacon, John G. Cloyd and I. W. Ehr- 
man, 
tendered their resignations, which 


were accepted. 


F. W. Andrews was granted permis- 


sion to put up a swinging sign on East 
Prairie street.
